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Cyprus : Both Greek and Turkish communities 
are increasingly doubtful that the London conference 
scheduled to begin next week will achieve agreement 
over the future of Cyprus. 

The Turkish position seems to be crystallizing 
around partition, according to the US Embassy in 
Nicosia. This may mean some form of administra- 
tive separation of the two communities rather than 
geographic partition. The Turkish Cypriot delega- 
tion to the conference now is conferring with govern- 
ment leaders in Ankara. 

The position of the island’s Greek majority is 
to be based on President Makarios’ demands for 
substantial revision of the constitution. He also 
wishes to end Greek and Turkish rights to intervene 
in Cypriot affairs. All Greek Cypriot spokesmen 
reject partition as a possible solution. 

Mutual distrust and fear still characterize re- 
lations between the two communities and isolated 
incidents of violence continue. Freedom of move- 
ment and communications nevertheless are being 
restored under a British plan accepted after nearly 
72 hours of hard bargaining. The west coast mining 
town of Lefka, where some 5,000 Turks are sur- 
rounded bv Greeks, remains iinnfferteH the nlan
